Dear Eric: 

The two proof vignettes and your letter of March 29 came several 
days ago.

Your comments on my "editorial" in The Numismatist are appreciated 
very much. Altho not many people have written directly on it, I see and 
hear little things that indicate the general approval of many. As you say, 
some good numismatists will come of the present commercialism, hut my 
concern for the immediate future is the effect the commercial trend is 
having on the Association. There i3 more and more tendency for the purely 
commercial numismatists to dictate to or control the Association and other 
organizations, local and regional. This does not seem desirable to me. 

Sorry that you could find only two of my orphans that you want to 
adopt, but am not surprised. I donot have immediate need for any of the 
four you sent for trade, but am quite willing to keep two in exchange — 
one of the Revolutionary War scenes and the "horse" item. So am returning 
the other two herewith. You need not rush about returning my others, as 
I'll just put them away for possible future use. 

I'm glad to hear of your discovery about the word "Bungtown" and will 
look forward to your article on it. I can understand quite well your 
excitement at finding this bit of information, for I have similar experiences 
once in a while. For example, just before leaving Detroit last weekend, I 
acquired 16 "SPECIMEN" British notes which were evidently made up when 
Murray, Fairman and Perkins tried in 1819-20 to get the banknote business 
of the Bank of England. W. L. Qrmsby, in his I852 book on banknote engraving, 
explains at considerable length why the Bank of England would not use this 
type of notes. I have never seen them before and wonder if you have, so will 
enclose one herewith which you may return with my vignettes. This one is 
damaged and was with the 16 which I bought. According &o Qrmsby, "Heath" 
was a British artist. I doubt if he was Laban Heath, but don't know.

L L\g . tor y 2 j??-? a g 0 and - Growth of Chicago Banks by James with the follow- 
ing results. 

The Chicago Times , Storey and Worden owners, was at 74 Randolph Street 
sometime in 1862 and moved to a new location in l8 66. However, Worden sold 
his interest in 1865, so this puts the face of the little 10-cent note in the 
1862-65 period. 

The Merchant's, Farmer's and Mechanic's Savings Bank was located at 
52 Clark Street until i860. It was chartered in l86l. James gives no in- 
dication that this bank was not organized in Chicago, but this sentence appears 
m Andrae's history: "The bank opened in Galesburg (in 1861) and three years 
later was removed to Chicago." 

I have considerable faith in both publications but, of couise, one can 
not always find the little details he may want. All things considered, I'd 

put the date of the note in 1864-65. In any case, it certainly was issued 
during the Civil War period.
